Lake O'Brien, a Chicago and Atlantic 
Engrineer, Fatally Shot at 
Marion, Ohio. 


HUNTINOTON, Feb, 21.—For the third 
time inside of thirty days the ready re- 
volver has been used with deadly effect 
upon a citizen of Huntington. 
At Mar- 
ion, Ohio last Saturday night, at 10 
o'clock, Luke O'Brien, a well known en- 
gineer of the Chicago and Atlantic rail- 
way, who has been a resident of this 
city ever since the road was completed, 
was shot down in cold blood by a drun- 
ken hoodlum. 


O'Brien's run took him out of Hunt- 
ington Saturday morning. 
Upon his 
arrival at Marion, Saturday n ght, he 
left his engine and was walking up to 
the Chicago and Atlantic eating house 
with Engine Foreman Kern. 
On the 
platform of the eating house he met a 
young man named Tracey, said to h.ive 
been in the employ of the company as a 
car repairer, with whom he was some- 
what acquainted. 
Tracey 
was very 
drunk and ran against O'Brien, who re- 
markea "you are taking up lots of terri- 
tory." Tracey replied by threatening 
to shoot, when O'Brien said: 
"Ob, I 
guess you wouldn't shoot anybody." 
Tracey then drew his revolver, and be- 
gan to shoot, the third shot striking 
O'Brien on the left side, near the vest 
pocket in which he carried bis watch, 
inflicting a terrible wound. 
Kern then 
grappled with Traccy and threw him off 
the platform, and O'Brien, who had 
fallen, was picked up and taken to a 
room in the eating house and medical 
aid sent for.

lion, obesity, etc. It consists of a 
jouple of steps placed side by side and 
cvorking in such a way that one rises 
while the other is being pressed down 
by the foot. 
Under each step is a bel- 
lows which offers a resisting power to 
the down tread. 
The labor of climb- 
ing is regulated by means of a lever 
brake. 
The steps are six inches high, 
and the less or greater steepness of the 
climb can be imitated by treading the 
step halfway down, or to its full depth; 
ilso by varying the amount of "luggag" 
jarried by the operator. 
A sef-acting 
jedometer registers the number of 
daces.

A WELL-KNOWX pbysician, whose ex- 
perience enables him to speak Avith 
authority on the subject, gives the fol- 
lowing advice for protection against 
cold when driving: 
"Provide yourself 
with a good kerosene-oil lantern, well 
filled and trimmed, and with sufficient oil 
if necessary for refilling, and you have 
the most efficient means for enduring 
the cold that can be got. 
This lantern 
being lighted, and kept beneath any 
covering that is used to protect the 
limbs, will add materially to one's com- 
fort who must make winter trips. 
I 
will add, in connection with the lantern, 
that a rubber coat, gossamer, or rubber 
blanket is a most desirable garment for 
a long, cold ride. If any one will try 
these suggestions he or she will never 
start out again for a cold drive without 
the lantern and oil; also a good strong 
umbrella is a good protection against a 
cold wind." 


THE people of Sonoma have a new 
«^ay of catching 
fish. 
They go down 
to the embarkaclero at high tide and 
get into the creek, and by beating the 
water with long sticks and making a 
terrible noiae they scare the fish bnck, 
and keep them back until the tide run.s 
out; then the fish are left in the 
loles, and the men and boys attack 
them with spears, pitchforks, and clubs 
until they obtain all they want. 
A 
friend of ours caught a fine lot of carp 
there the other day, some of them 
weighing as much as three pounds each. 
These carp escaped from Poppe's fish 
pond, near Glen Ellen, some years ago, 
and have multiplied wonderfully.

Indiana has 600,000 young men be- 
tween sixteen and fortv years of age. Of 
these more than 500,003 are outside of 
the membership of evano^elical churches. 
There are in our state forty cities and 
towns of over 7,000 inhabitants. 
Only 
eight of theee have any distinctive work 
for young men. 


The record for 1887—March 4, 1887, 
the state executive committee organized 
the present state work. 
There were 
then six associations in the state—now 
eleven. 
Then, three paid secretaries— 
now sixteen. 
Then, no association was 
holding special meetings for young men 
only, now each makes this a specisd fea- 
ture of its work. 
Although the work of 
the past year has been largely that of 
organization, yft, during 
the year, 
through the agencies of our associations. 
156 young men have 
made 
public 
profession of Ohrist and united with the 
church. 


The work of the future—To arouse the 
public sentiment to the necessity of do- 
ing more to save young men from ruin. 
To strengthen and widen the work of 
the asBooiations already organized. To 
prepare new fields for the employment 
of general secretaries. 
To open up new 
points for work among railroad employes. 
To increase the interest in our work 
among 
college 
students. 
To se- 
cure several new buildings for association 
purposes.

standard T i m e in Japan, 


The adoption of a standard time for all 
Japan on the 1st of January has naturally 
given rise to some amount of discussion. 
Most people are puzzled to know exactly 
the reasons for the step, or the benefits 
which are to be derived from it. The 
principal object of the introduction of this 
standard time is no doubt to provide a 
universal time for the working of the fast 
increiising railway system. 
Another rea- 
son given is that Japan has given her ad- 
hesion to a scheme whereby standards of 
land time dilTering from Greenwich time 
by so many hours exactly (without frac- 
tional partir") may be adopted. 
Akashi, 
the place selected in Japan for the pur- 
pose of fixing tlie standard of time, is 135 
degs. east longitude of Greenwich, so that 
from the 1st of January clocks showing 
the standard time will be exactly nine 
hours ahead of Greenwich time. 
In order 
to set our clocks in Yokohama and Tokio 
to this new standard it will be necessary 
to put tlicm back about nineteen minutes 
at midni"j:lit on the 31st-lst from the mean 
time of Dec. 31. Akashi is situated about 
the center of Japan, so that the difference 
between the standard and mean time will 
be about the same at each extreme of 
longitude, only in one case the standard 
time will be ahead, and the other behind, 
mean time.—Japan Mail.

S>ndicato of Wire Nail MaktTs. 


The present tendency to syndicate all 
the trade.s which admit of such a mrasure 
is again exemplified by the proposed syn- 
dicate of German wire nail makers. The 
majority of manufacturers in Upper 
Silesia and Westphalia have already defi- 
nitely agreed to join thissy.ndicate: manu- 
facturers in Saxony are favorably di.s- 
poscd to it, and those in sontliern Ger- 
many propose to form a separate syndi- 
cate, but will abide by the prices tixed by 
the general syndicate. As far as can be 
gathered at present, the object of the syn- 
dicate is not so much to unduly increase 
prices, but rather to give the trade greater 
stability. 
The total annual consumption 
of wire nails in Germany is estimated at 
66,000 tons, while 43,000 tons are annu- 
ally exported. 
One common sales bureau 
for the home market is to be established 
at Berlin and another for the export trade 
at Hamm. 
The necessary steps to finance 
the undei taking have already Ijeen initi 
ated with Berliij banking linns. The 
turn over in the trade is estimated at 
slightly over €1,000,000 per annum,— 
London Industries.

Tbe Famous WJne Cellar and Cirens «f 
Salzburg's Jolly Monks. 


[Argonaut.] 


We plunged into the dark, 
»tone, 
, tnnnel-like entrance. 
It looked more 
• like a passageway to a stable than the 
; hallway of a famous hostelry, and might 
have led to one of the famous riding- 
schools of Salzburg, close at hand. The 
hallway was lined with rude tables and 
benches and crowded with peasants. 
The great 
flaring, 
wing-like 
head- 
dresses of the \vomen made them look 
at first like huge bats in the gloom. 
But, as we became accustomed to the 
light, or, rather, tho darkness, the ox- 
like patience of the peasants' eyes de- 
fined itself from out the shadows of 
the coif, and wo saw men sandwiehe d 
in between, with the inevitable feather 
and flower in their hats. 


They bring their own black bread 
and sausage, now and then a bit of 
cake for an extra treat—for a sweet 
tooth always goes with a strong Ger- 
man guttural—and spread their feast 
out on the tables when they buy the 
wine. 
One is as like to sit cheek by 
jowl with a prince as a peasant in the 
"stift-keller," but for the most part the 
geasants like to huddle together in the 


allway, where their humble spreads 
will not be criticized by more lordly 
wine-drinkers. 


The stone tunnel leads into a round, 
open room, lighted from above by a 
kind of well-hole, and gives immedi- 
ately upon the cellar itself, into which 
one might look and see literally miles 
of bottle shelves and casks if the day- 
light penetrated. 
As it is, lights are 
flashed 
through what appears to be 
endless darkness, and now and then the 
lanterns will Hash on one of the lay 
monks—not so fat or so merry as the 
twain we met outside—as they serve 
the wine to the kellners who bring it 
to ns; for the holy men do not serve 
wheir clientele with their own hands. 
Perhaps there is just a little too much 
roystering sometimes in the "stift- 
keller" to make it decorous or seemly, 
although there is no better conducted 
crowd in all the world than a lot of 
Germans enjoying themselves. 
One 
says Germans, even in Austria, where 
they do not resent the term, though 
there ig a subtle difference, even in the 
German language, from the moment 
you cross the frontier-line. 


The oberkellner invited us to climb 
the steep stairway to an upper apart- 
ment, which, he told us, and made a 
deep obeisance as he spoke, was re- 
served for eccelenzas. 
But we chose 
rather to mix with the gay and comfort- 
able throngs who were sipping wine at 
ttie crowded tables in the round room. 
It is true, it was redolent of every 
grade of tobacco under the sun, from a 
Havana, which a rich-looking 
Span- 
iard was smoking 
in one 
corner, 
through all the grades of German 
pipes, and down to the long, thin Ital- 
ian cigar, which looks like a lean and 
discouraged little breakfast 
satisage 
with a straw stuck in the end, presum- 
ably to carry off the flavor. But every 
face gleamed through this haze of 
smoke alight with calm, lazy pleasure. 
OfiScers, students, priests, 
travelers, 
doctors of everything under the sun, 
and members of various societies for 
the protection of the memory of Mozart 
and the archbishops, were taking their 
afternoon comfort, which is part of the 
practical religion of a German, in the 
cool, grotto-like rotunda of the stift- 
kallar.

Standard TlnM. In J»pmi>. 


The adoption of a standard time for an 


Japan on the 1st of January has naturally 
given rise to some amount of discussion. 
Host people are puzzled, to know exactly 
the reasons for the step, or. the benefit* 
which are to be derived from it The 
principal object of the Introduction of this 
•tandard • time Is. up. doubt to provide a 
universal time for'the working of the fast 
Increasing railway system. Another rea* 
son given is that Japan has given her ad- 
hesion to a scheme whereby standards of 
land time differing from Greenwich time 
by so many hours exactly (without frac- 
tional parts) may be adopted." Akashl, 
the place selected In Japan'for the pur- 
pose of fixing tbe standard of time, is 185 
oegs. east longitude of Greenwich, so that 
from the 1st of January clocks showing 
the standard time will be exactly nine 
hours ahead of Greenwich time. In order 
to set our clocks in Yokohama and Tokto 
to this new standard It will be necessary 
to put them back about nineteen minutes 
at midnight on'the Slst-lst from the mean 
time of Dec. 81. Akashl Is situated about 
the center of Japan, so that the difference 
between the standard and mean time will 
be about the same at each extreme of 
longitude; onlt in one case the standard 
time will be ahead, and the other behind, 
mean time. ^lapan Mail.

The present tendency to syndicate all 
the trades which admit of such a measure 
Is again exemplified by the proposed syn- 
dicate of German wire nail makers. The 
majority of manufacturers In Upper 
Silesia and Westphalia have already defi- 
nitely agreed to join this syndicate; manu- 
facturers In 'Saxony are favorably dis- 
posed to It, and those in southern Ger- 
many propose to form a separate syndi- 
cate, but will abide by the pricus fixed by 
the general syndicate. As far as am be 
gathered at present, the object of the syn- 
dicate is not so much to unduly increase 
prices, but rather to give the trade greater 
stability. The total annual consumption 
of wire nails in Germany' is estimated at 
66,000 tons, while 43,000 tons are annu- 
ally exported. One common sales bureau 
for the home market Is to be established 
at Berlin and another for the export trade 
at Hamm. The necessary steps to finance 
the undertaking have already been initi- 
ated with Berlin banking firms. The 
turn over in the trade is estimated at 
slightly over £1,000,000 per annum.— 
London Industries. :
